With 
the daclaration that the farmers are en- 
tering the political arena for the ben- 
efit of all class and not in self interest, 
the Manitoba Grain Growers’ Associa- 
tion has issued a statement which fol- 
lows in part; 

‘The entrance of the organized far- 
mers ii the political area came about 
almost naturally by the pressure of | 
conditions, 

“The farmers from the beginning 
had sought certain refoms which could 
only come through parliamentary action, 
They followed tor years the method of 
approaching parliament through reso- 
lutions, committees and delegations. 
As time passed it was 
that these were ineffective. Protec- 
tionism, the one great system against 

h they have most cousistently 
fought, maintained its standing prac- 
tically unimpaired in spite of the var-| 
ious changes of government before the 
war. With the epening of the war its 
power was increased by a flat increase | 
of tarriff rates. The recent budget of 
the Union government demonstrated 
thae the priviledged interests are still | 
in the seddle, and that procection and 
profiteering are not to be effectively 
checked. One method remained to the | 
farmers, that of securing direct repres- 
entation at Ottawa, for the principles 
they hold. Hence both in western and 
in eastern Canada the organized far- | 
mers are indicatIng their purpose of | 
securing at the next electon, direct | 
representation at Ottawa in the House 
of Commons. 

“The legislative requirements of this 
movement has been formulated into a 
national platform by the Canadian cou- 
neilof Agriculture. It is commonly | 
referred to as aa new national policy 
and is a program the principles

They are designed to meet the present | 
ne sities of the Dominion in such a} 
way as to eliminate special privilege 
just as rapidly as possible and give

George Lane Scores 
Present Mange 
Regulations 


Aggressive measures are being tak- 
en in Calgary to have the mange 
quarantine lifted off the enormous 
territory held restricted in Southern 
Alberta and Saskatchewan, our own 
district being inclnded. 

George Lane, one of the largest in- 
dividual owner of cattle in the territory 
is loud in his denunciation of the 
treatment of the_ ca ttle-owners 
in this territory by the Government 
oy Government officials. Mr. Lane 
claims that his loss to himself in one 
shipment to Chicago through the action 
of these people amounts to $10,000.00 
and claims that if we had an active 
Humane Society in this country, these 
officials should be prosecuted for forc- 
ing stockmen to acts of cruelty to 
to comply with their directions. 
He says: 

“The support I have received at the 
at the hands of my fellow cattleman 
and the assurance they have given me 
of their continuance in supporting this 
until the whole thing is cleaned up, en- 
courages me to announce that nothing 
will be left undone te have this country 
freed of a disease of both the mange 
and the prosecutions of paid Govern- 
ment officials, and of the two evils, 
I surely think the latter is the werse, 
The Government cannot be aware of 
the true conditions of the mange, or it 
would not allow the people to be per- 
secuted and ruined as the cattlemen 
are, for I have travelled North 
America over and can say that mange 
is no worse in this section than 
in other parts of the great continent 
where no such blanket quarantine 
exists. I have suffered actual loss in 
one shipment of cattle over ten thous- 
and dollars. I have been forced to dip 
cattle in the midst of winter and 
they shrank heavily this year, and if I 
have to loose any more it is going to 
be fighting for justice and my friends. 

If the Government vets can prove 
that this country is dirty, (which I know 
is not true) and impossible to clean up 


then I want te get out of it, but if it is 
not, Ido not want to be robbed every 
time my cattle go to market and be 
persecuted and subject to the annoy- 
ance of these Government Vets and 
thousands of cattlemen in this quaran- 
tine area are of the same opinion, 

I think the situation has has reached 
its most critical stage and if the Gov- 
ernment is to back these vets and not 
listen to our appeals for,an investigat- 
ion, the cattlemen will hot be able to 
make a success of their business in this 
district and I for one am determined 
to see this thing through.
